“ I urge that autonom y bo granted to 
the island, belhwing this to 
Ik* the only 
means of ending the struggle w ithout the 
loss of many lives and waste of the Im* 
mouse wealth of the island ” 
The other is from U ltram ar to Campos 
and say s: 
“The q uestion of autonom y Is 
being considered, but we fear the Cuban« 
will not accept It.’’
